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BIG BATTLE IN CUBA 

General Weyler's Account of 
the Engagement. 

SPANISH VICTORY, OF COURSE.

Hatama, March 19.--A hot battle be- 
tween the forces of Colnnel Ht>rnnnrloz 
and the InsnrKetits under Miu i^o, Ban- 
'Jeras and (itlirrs, is rt^porti'd from tln' 
iK'igliborhiii)(l (»f C'aiidclfra in l^iiiar del 
Kiu. Tlie in^iiirgt'iit Idss reported to 
have beeu 800 killed aud vv'ouuded. Of 
the troops. Captain Torrola Onerrero 
was killed and Lieutonuut Comuiiis 
wounded. The official rejiort also euys 
tiiat live soldiers were killed and oO 

wounded. 

The details of tlie battle are rather 
meagre. Colonel Suarez Ynclan left 
La.s iMangas on Monday. CJolonol Her- 
nandez was orderod to march over to 
Candelera. The march was made in 
torn^nts of rain. The insurt,'ents to the 
number of l.ooo weie waititif,' the ad- 
vance uf the n()oi)s on a farm. As tin y 
came uj) at a rapid t,'allop tlu^ iusurp'nts 
opCMied tiro along an extensive line 
which had heen (lisp(J^ed behind the 
bushi's along the road and parallel to it. 
Thi.s proved a galling and deHtructive 
tire aud the Battalion of Tartt'ai in tlie 
van guard with a Kection ot tin' cavaliy 
squadron of Vitoria and the artilleiy 
found themselves s])eedily engaged. 
Firing then opened on both sides and 
the hisurgenta ran. The columns in 
the roar coming into action, the whole 
line of troops was involved. 

The artillery threw grape shot over 
the insurgents, who advanced machete 
in hand. The movement of the insur- 
gents was thus held in check, but new 
forces ocnning to their aid, they fell 
opou the Spanish columns in a tierce 
attack. Thu attack also was checked, 
says the oi&oial report, giving the vic- 
tarj to tiie Hpanish troops and termi- 
naong the eugaftemeut after two hours' 
fighting with a bayonet ohanm assisted 
bv a concentrated artillery me, which 
dislodged the insurgents, who fled in 
great numbers. Many oolomus ai-o 
now dosely panning Miioeo. 

The iusorgpntK have attacked the vil- 
lage of Oamaiiuca, province m Matau- 
aas, but were repoiaed with a loss of 
fonr killed. In retreatiug-thOT burncil 
two wharves and their adjoining ware- 
houses, plundered and burned a dry 
goods store aud committed other depre- 
dations. Near Bolindron the same 
bimd of insurgents bmned a railroad 
bridge and they have destroyed by liie 
a number of fields at Vista Hermosa, 
near Sabanilla, and about the village of 
Guadalupe and the town of Alonso 
Rojas. 

The e.sc'ort c)f Esperanza train was 
fired on. They returned the fire, killing 
four insurgents. 

Maximo Cromez is encamped at the

jna, in Havana province. 
The insurgents have burned the splen- 
did plantation hooses and machinery of 

San Ijeon.

ONLY A RUSE TO GET TO CUBA. 

TiM VUlbuatarlns StMinar Uawkla* Wat 
Not Bnnk Offtha Maw Jarsajr OoMt. 

New Yohk, March 1!).— The Herald 
says; The Spanisli detectives engaged 
in keei)ing watcli on the movements of 
the Cubans in this country are very 
much exorcised over the report that the 
Steamer Hawkins did not sink on the 
morning of Jan. 98, bat that she made 
her way to tlH> island, landed her cargo 
and is now laid up ut one of the Florida 
Keys. 

The story took two forms. One was 
that the Hawkins carried a doubhi crew. 
Both ci-ews were well paid, one to serve 
till the steamer returned to port, and 
the other to l)e discliarged in small 
boats about live miles from tiie New 
Jcrsev coast. The vi sscl Icit purt Sat- 
urday niKht and by Tuesday night slie 
had "gotten no further than llariiegal 
Point. As any ordinary vessel could 
make this distance in iiuicb less time, 
suspicion was at iinct,' aioused. 'Die de- 
tectives argue that Ilie Hawkins was 
merely crawling along the coast wait- 
ing for a storm. TIk? storm ijioke on 
Monday niglit, and on Tuesday morn- 
ing the cn'w left the ship iii small 
boats, taking a good many of the pas- 
sengers with them. 

The detectives Hay that at the time 
the ('ubans knew their intended move- 
ments were known to the United States 
and Spanish authorities in tliis conutry. 
They knew that the cruiser Ualeigh and 
Moutgomeiy, under the command of 
Admiral Bmicts were watching for 
them outside, assisted by the revenue 
oattera Morrill, McLean and Colfax. It 
vras necessary, they say, to take some 
desperate measmes to make it apiMuir 
that the Hawkins had not gone to Cuba, 
and this means was adopted. 

General CHrda was the only nuv9 of 



consequence, reaouea, and tne detectives 
say that was done in order to i^y their 
suspicious further. Besides, they say 
( iarcia can dQjpoffegood in this countiy 
at the present time than he can in (Juba. 
Moreover, tlie detectives say that the 
Hawkins had on board twice as many 
men as she could carry to Onba, and 
that it was absolntely necessary to dis- 
IKMse of some of them en ronte. 

Another version of the story on which 
the detectives are working is that the 
Hawkins is actually at the bottom of 
the ocean, having been scuttled by the 
Cubans after her cargo had been trans- 
fciTed to another vessel. They do not 
take up this theory witbr any degree of 
activity, however, as they are inclined 
to think she acttially made her landing 
in Cuba. They beliave she went to tlie 
north and east of tne island and then 
made her M'ay tc the Florida keys, 
where she is waitiny for an e xpedition. 

EDISON'S CRANK CALLER.

I'^di.son had a visit from a remarkablo 
crank at his home in Orange, N. ,7., last 
night. He was Bert Budgeou, a young 
man from Edison, Neb., who says that 
eight years ago Edison stole from him a 
jiatentable discovery, an arc light car- 
bon, and has made money through it. 
Kdison has been dolugetl witli letters 
from Budgeon for two years, .\bout a 
year ago the writer sent word he would 
acc ei)t .^100 in cash and call the nccount 
settltxl. Later he di-ew on Ldisun at 
sight, but, needless to say, the drafts 
\vero not houored. 

Last fall he wrote announcing he was 
coming to Grange to coUe\^t the money 
in person and requdlted that sutHcient 
money to pay his fare be forwarded to 
him. No attention was paid to the let- 
ter, but Budgeon hiiuNt^u appeared in 
West Orange yesterday. He was a 
wreck. He had walked from lincolu, 
Neb., across the continent to Orange to 
obtain $100. His hair had not beeu cut 
since he started and hnng down to his 
shoulders. His beard had grown and 
almost hid his face, and his clothes and 
shoes were almost worn ont. Ho asked 
to see Mr. Edison, bnt Secretary Ran- 
dolph told him to call again. He did so 
and was arrested. He talked rationally 
on all subjects save that of his imagi- 
nary claim on Edison. Justice Condit 
advised hiiu to drop the (^laim against 
Edison and after considerable i)i?rsua- 
sion Budegeou agree'd to do this. H(^ 
also promised to go back to Nebraska 
and was released.

The aocnsed are all respon- 
sible ritizouR, living in the vicinity of 
Howesville.

Hand powder mill at Rifton yesterday. 
Rifton is about six miles from this city. 
«!•(! yet the force of the explosion, 
wbii'li was closely fnllowi'd bv a unl 
e.\plosioii, was ])lainly felt here. Five 
men were blown to jiieees and it was 
with dittieulty that their ideiitiftcatiou 
of the missing ctjuld be arrived at. The 
five men killed were: Elias Peterson, 
.lohii Jones, Kmery Decker. Norman 
Dicker and Solonion .'■irn.ill' v 

.\ I Mint .")0 men were employed at tlin 
mill, and many of them were hurt. 

It was a few minutes after 11 o'clock 
when the calamity oocnrred. The glass- 
ier and diy house went nj), shattered to 
atoms with the terrible force of the ex- 
jilosioii. (tnlytive min were cnt.'atrcil 
lit work in that department and tlm-i' 
were the live who weiv killed. What 
caused the explosion will never be 
known. Almost inimediatly an adjoin- 
ing building took fire and it too wa.s 

blown to jiiecfS. The telTitied worknii'Il 
tiieil til reach pLn es of safety, but many 
of them were stru<'k by flying embers. 
The entire surrounding village was 
shaken on its foundation; all thu 
w idows for miles aronnd were brokeu 
and the buildings dose to the powder 
mills tottered as tliouLrh they too would 
fall. 

The scene was one of great excite- 
ment, and to add to the ilisorder th" 
buildings adjoiuiug those which had 
l eeu wrecked caught fli-e. These were 
b.idly damaged l)efore the fire could be 
extinguished.
